PLAN FOR CITY 
TO LEASE EADS 
BROGE UPFRIDAY 


Engineer to Submit Report Pro- 
viding for Electrification 
to Public Service Board. 


TO DIVERT STEAM LINES 


Proposes to Run Trains Over 
Free Bridge; Would Extend 
Suburban Service. 


W. 8S. McChesney, 
Terminal Railroad Association, told « 
Fost-Dispatch reporter today that he 
cculd not undertake to discuss the plans 
brepared by C. E. Smith, chief comsult- 
ing engineer of the Departmént of Pub- 
lit -tillties, for the use of Eads bridge 
63 an interurban and free pedestrian 
und vehicle traffic way and the use ‘f 
the new Free Bridge for railway traffic, 
urtil the plans have been submitted to 
him and passed upon by the board of 
Girectors of the Terminal. 

It is believed in railroad circles that 
the railroad managers wilt be willing 
to give the plans very careful considera- 
tion, for Engineer Smith stands high in 
the estimation of railroad men, with 
whom he has been associated for year.3. 
McChesney said that after the plans 
come to him officially, and have been 
considered by the railroads interested in 
the Terminal, he would give his views. 

It is not believed that the railroads will 
make any serious objection to plans 
worked out by Engineer Smith and Di- 
rector Hooke, if it can be demonstrated 
to them that they could use-the free 
bridge to as much advantage in their 
own business as Eads Bridge. The Eady 
Bridge is restricted to the lighter rail- 
road traffic, but it is said by experts to 
be good for an indefinite period of time 
for the class of traffic for which it is 
used. For trolley purposes, it is said 
that it would last forever, providing, of 
course, it was well maintained. 


Believe Railroads Will Acautesce. 
It {is generally believed in railroad cir- 


cles that the railroad managers wil! 
take a broad view of this question and 
acquiesce in any plan for the general up- 
building of the city. Just how far the 
railroads would be willing to go in the 
encouragement of interurban traffic di- 
rect into St. Louis over Eads Bridge is 
one question on which there is consider- 
able doubt. It was pointed out that the 
railroads might take the view that the 
interurbans were competitors in passen- 
ger traffic, and that it was unwise to 
encourage their development. On _ the 
other hand, they might consider the fact 
vhat interurban roads are a great factor 
in creating business, and that they would 
profit greater by their development than 
they would by opposing them. 

The plan, which includes the leasing of 
Eads Bridge by the city, the electrifica- 
tion of the Terminal pasenger equipment 
east of Fourteenth street, the extension 
of suburban railway service past Union 
Station andinto Fast St. Louis and the 
turning over of the Free Bridge train 
tracks to the Terminal Association, will 
be submitted to the Board of Public 
Service, probably next Friday, by Pub- 
lic Utilities Director Hooke. 

This project is recommended in a re- 
port made to Director Wooke by 
Smith, a civil engineer who does spe- 
ciay advisory work for the city. Di- 
rector Hooke says he favors the plan 
and will indorse it. The electrification 
of the Terminal passenger service over 
Eads Bridge would cost about $1,000,000, 
Hooke says, and this expense would be 
borne by the Terminal. 

Smith, in his report, says the upper 
and lower roadways of Eads Bridge 
should be leased by the city and all 
steam railroad traffic should be divert- 
ed from that bridge to the Free Bridge. 
The upper roadway of Eads Bridge then 
would be used only for foot and ve- 
hicle traffic and the electric and inter- 
urban cars would use the lower road- 
way, now used by trains. 

Cara Through Tunnel. 

Tt is part of the plan to run the elec- 
tric cars not only to Third street and 
Washington avenue, as at present, but 
through the tunnel, with stations at 
Third street and Washington avenue, 
at Eighth and Olive streets and at the 
western end of the tunnel at Eighth and 
Spruce streets, where there would be a 
loop. 

Smith today told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had not. figured out how much 
it would cost the city to lease Eas 
Bridge, but the amount paid must be 
sufficient to meet the overhead charges 
of the bridge, including interest on 
bonds and maintenance. As part of the 
plan the city would turn over the free 
bridge for railroad traffic and provice 
the necessary connections between ‘the 
free bridge and the Relay Depot in East 
St. Louis. 

The connection with the Relay Depot, 
he said, might be made over the tracks 
of the Ilinois Transfer Railway Co., 
known as the Terminal outer belt, land 
for connection with which is now owned 
by the city, or over the Alton & South- 
ern Belt, owned by -the Aluminum Co, 
of America, or over a municipally 
owned connection to be built by the 
city. A conservative estimate of the 
cost of such a connection, he said, 
would be $1,000,000, 

Smith said he believed that if the 
Terminal were to obtain the use of the 
Free Bridge it could be induced to abo)- 
ish the bridge tolls now in effect, but 
as an offset the city must pay the cost 
of maintaining Eads Bridge. 

As to the handling of suburban trains 
coming into St. Louls from the West, 
Smith said that in his opinion all this 
traffic should be kept out of Union, Sta- 
tion and should be diverted to another 
station, which should be erected in the

Sippel’s. home, the police learned 
yesterday, is at 4847 Goethe avenué, 
and not at the Eichelberger avenue 
number which he gave Sa urday.

Lured Man to Dark Street.

Lieut. Raymond Asquith Slain Sept. 
15, Announcement in London 
Lays.

LAsquith, son of Premier Asquith, was 


killed in action Sept. 15, it was an- 


nounced today. 


Raymond Asquith, who was in his 
thirty-eighth year, was a graduate of 
Oxford, president of the Oxford Union 
and prominent as a member of the bar, 
to which he was admitted in 1944. He 
acted as junior counsel for Great Britain 
in the North Atlantic fisheries arbitra- 
tion at The Hague in 1907. He was made 
a Second Lieutenant in a County of 
London regiment in 1914 and Lieutenant 
of the Grenadier Guards in 1915. 

Raymond Asquith was the eldest son 
of the Premier. Two brothers, Lieut. 
Arthur Asquith of the Royal Naval Re- 
serve, and Lieut. Herbert Asquith were 
wounded in action at the Dardanelles in 


June, 1915.

NEW CABINET TAKE 
OFFICE IN GREECE 


Premier Announces Its Attitude 
Toward Allies Is One of ‘Very 
Benevolent Neutrality.” 


ATHENS, Sunday, Sept.. 18.—Premier 
Nikolas Kalageropoulos announced yes- 
terday that the new ministry had as- 
sumed full responsibility before the 
country for its acts. The Cabinet evi- 
dently accepted the note presénted by 
the. entente Powers last June in the 
same spirit as the previous Cabinet. 

The note said that the entente Powers 
did not require Greece to abandon neu- 
trality, but demanded :demoblilization of 
the Greek army, the! formation of a 
non-political Government and the hold- 
ing of general elections after demobili- 
zation had restored the electoral body 
to normal condition. 

The new Premier made the following 
declaration Saturday: 

“The new ministry will follow a be- 
nevolent, very benevolent, noutrality to- 
ward the entente. It will decide its at- 
titude in other respects after examining 
the situation and stuaying the diple- 
matic documents.” 

Prenier Kalageropoulos indignantly 
repudiated any tuggestion that he was 
pro-German in his’ sympathies. The 
Cabinet was swarn in at noon. ‘ 

There was much excitement at the 
British legation Saturday when a Greek 
officer who applied Zor permission t- 
go to Andros, feeling that he had not 
received the consideration due his 
rank, called out the Greek guard.

Celler Doors Blown in on Germans Who Refused 
to Surrender at Moquet Farm— “Danube” 
Trench Taken. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Sept. 18—The British today 
took the Mouquet farm. On two for- 
mer occasions they had been on the 
premises, but were unable to remain 
there. It was a strong point on the 
right of the British battle line, where 
a garrison of Germans and their ma- 
chine guns seemed to be proof against 
shell fire. ; . 

They had the usual deep cellars and 
runways underground and, driven from 
one exit by shell fire, they would emerge 
from another. The British got entirely 
around their burrows and called down 
the cellar stairs for them to surrender. 
The Germans thought that a counter 
attack would come to their assistance 
as before. The British, however, as- 
sured them that none would come, as 
they had the trench all the way around 
the farm to prevent thelr exit of the 
Gerinans or aid coming to them. 

Cellar Doors Blo:vn In. 

Still the Germans refused to yield, 
and the final result of this grim collo- 
quy was that the British blew in all 
the cellar doors. Such persistent dic- 
gers.are the Germans, however, that 
the British are not certain they did not 
have some undergroutid passage for 
escape. 


The British also cleaned up the 
“Danube” trench. in the old German 
first line near Thiepva!l, which is the 
hinge of the Somme battle line. As hap- 
pened before and after the fierce general 
attack along the whole front, the suc- 
ceeding days are spent in rectifying the 
line and cleaning up any strong points 


that still hold out. 
The German official report of Friday’s 


battle made peculiarly interesting read- 
ing here. It spoke of repulsing an En- 
glish attack on Combles. The corre- 
spondent happened to be at that end of 
the line, where he could observe the ac- 
tion, and no British infantry moved on 
Combles. 


Smail bodies of British infantry have 
been in the villages of Lesboeufs and 
Gueduecourt, beyond Flere, which was 
taken Friday, and the British line is 
now close to these villages. 

Estimate Ratio of Lossés. 
Talking with officers of corps en- 
gaged tn the fighting of the last three 
days, they egtimate the losses from two 
to one to five to one for the Germana 
against those of the British. In one 
sector the ratio was estimated at as high 
as eight to one. The superior volume of 
the British shell fire, now that the Ger- 
mans are forced into the open, has a 
telling effect. 

The demoralization of the German in- 
fantry Friday by the use of the new 
armored motor cars, called ‘‘tanks,"’' was 
freely confessed by prisoners with whom 
the correspondent of thc Associated 
Press taiked. 

“There was no standing against that 
sort of thing,’’ said one German officer. 
“Of course, we surrendered—those vf 
us who were alive. We fired at a tank 
with our rifles. Our machine guns 
turned loose on it. But the bullete’*w re 
only blue sparks on the armor. We 
thought the British slow and stupid, 
despite their courage and stubbornness, 
and they gave us a surprise like this.” 

There seems to be no question that 

Friday was the most dramatic day s0 
far in the history of the British army 
ia France. 
The Germans themsglves were mas.s- 
ing at several points, it appears, with a 
view to attempting attacks to recover 
some of the high ground they lost. The 
British anticipated the German attack 
with their own onslaughts, assisted by 
their new hell machines, whose secret 
they had been keeping up their sleeves 
for such an occasion as this. 

The Germans had massed large num- 
bers of men in their front trenches 
These wére not only caught by the sur- 
prise of the sudden blast of the early 
morning concert of the British guns. 
preceding the charge of the British in- 
fantry, but were raked by machine gun 
fire from the ‘‘tank cars.’’ As the Ger- 
mans were in new trenches, which they 
had built as best they could under the 
continual shell fire, and as they had no 
dugouts and could find no shelter, they 
were subjected to as murderous enfilade 
from the tank cars. 

Despite German discipline and the 
bravery, at many points mob confusion 
prevailed among those in the front lines.

Hold Conference With Mayor 
Mitchell Today—More ~ 
Attacks on Street Cars. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—There will be 
no sympathetic strike of labor unions to 
aid the striking street raflway employes 
until Thursday at least, and one may 
be averted altogether if renewed ef- 
forts of Mayor Mitchel to settle the 


present street car strike in the mean- 


time are successful. ‘This was an- 
nounced today after a conference be- 
tween the Mayor and five labor leaders, 
representing the street railway em- 
ployes, the Longshoremen’s Union, the 
Stationary Engineers and Firemen’s 
Union and the State Federation of La- 
bor, the latter appearing for a number 
of labor organizations whose trades 
connect with the operation of the trac- 
tion system. 

The leaders told the Mayor that the 
various organizations they represented 
were determined to strike unless the 
municipal authorities took some action 
to compel the traction leaders to ob- 
serve their recent agreements with ile 
railway employes and that they had 
come to him as the last resort. 

The Mayor promised to make another 
effort to adjust the differences and sai2 
he hoped to give the men an answer by 
Thursday. The labor leaders promise: 
that meantime no general strike weuld 
be called. The Mayor announced thet 
he would ask Public Service Commis.- 
sioner Straus to join him in his final ef- 
fort to éffect a settlement.

GRAFEMAN SAYS DAIRIES WILL 
NOT PAY HIGHER MILK PRICE 


Southern Illinois Producers May Cut 
Off Supply—Demand $1.85 a 
Handred Pounds. 

The possibility of a strike by milk pro- 
ducers of Southern Illinois against the 
larger dairies of St. Louis is made im- 
minent by an announcement this morn- 
ing by William Grafeman, president of 
the Grafeman Dairy Co., that the larger 
dairies will not pay $1.85 a hundred 
pounds, the price which the dairymen, 
at a meeting in St. Louis Saturday, 
agreed to demahkd during the winter 

months. 

Last winter milk producers refused 
to ship milk to St. Louis for several 
weeks because of the refusal of the 
dairies to pay the price demanded. More 
than half the milk sold in St. Louis 
comes from Southern Illinois. 

During the summer months the pro- 
ducers have received $1.35 a hundred 
pounds, which is 11.61 cents a gallon. At 
$1.85 a hundred pounds the producer 
would receive 15.7 cents a gallon.

A Blow at the President. 

“Instantly there is flashed on the 
screen a picture showing President 
Woodrow Wilson at his desk in Wash- 
ington, his head resting on his arm, 
asleep. 

“This is but one cf the so-called **hite- 
torical scenes’’ which Mr. Reid’s photo 
play shows. There are many others, 
the historical accuracy of which might 
be questioned. It is in this scene, how- 
ever, that the _ religious question is 
brought prominently to the fore, though 
in a subtle manner, 

Reid and his band of “movie” 
actors, some of them members 
of the National Guard of: this State, 
staged the ‘horrors’ that ‘make the 
blood run cold,’ Mrs. Reid taking 
the principal part. But the staging was 
not done in Mexico. It was done at 
Sheepshead Bay. One of the Worki’’s 
informants says: “The residents of the 
immediate locality were horrified by the 
scene when the soldiers dragged the 
nuns into the thicket, disrobing and 
otherwise assaulting them.’

TIME WAS’ EXTENDED 


President of Firm Doing the 
‘ Work Is Republican City 


Committeeman. 


The paving of Skinker road from the 
south line of Forest Park to Forsyth 
boulevard is to be completed by Nov. 1, 
according to President Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service, who wrote on 
Sept. 8 to the Webb-Kunze Construction 
Co., which has the contract, that “‘the 
progress on the job has been intolerably 
slow.”” The delay, he said, had occa- 
Sionad “‘great inconvenience and loss to 
property owners in the vicinity and to 
the public at large.” A. C. Kunze, presi- 
dent of the Webb-Kunze company, is Re- 
publican City Committeeman from the 
Twenty-second Ward. 

President Kinsey has notified the com- 
pany that unless more activity is shown 
than in the past he will take drastic 
action. He explained to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that the contractor had 
had until Sept. 7 last to complete the 
improvement and that no extensions had 
been granted. 

Penalties for failure to complete the 
job on time are at the rate of $10 a day 
for each of the first 10 days and $20 for 
every additional day. The penalties are 
collectible only after the completion of 
the contract. 

Penalty May Be Imposed. 

The contract was awarded to the 
Webb-Kunze company Sept. 20, 1915. It 
was provided in the contract that no 
work was to be done between Nov. 1 and 
April 1, except at the direction of the 
President of the Board of Public Service. 

“IT feel sure, from the progress 
made since I have calied the con- 
tractor to account,” President Kin- 
sey said, “that the paving will be 
finished and Skinker road will be 
open to the public on Nov. 1. I have 
been urging the contractor to hasten 
the work, but bad weather, the com- 
pany’s inability to get wood blocks, 
and some difficulties with labor have 
postponed its completion.” 

The fact that a Republican City 
Committeeman was interested in the 
contract had no weight with him in 
dealing with the company, President 
Kinsey said. 

Wants No Further Delay. 

“Mr. Kunze has been to see about 
getting an, extension of his time, but 
I told him that we would talk about 
that when the work was done to the 
satisfaction of the city,” Presiden. 
Kinsey said. “He was given to un- 
derstand that there must be no fur- 
ther delay, and since then the com- 
pany has been active.” 

The Webb-Kunze Co.’s bid of $84,- 
712.50 was the lowest of 13. The com- 
pany gave a bond of $24,920.13 for 
the satisfactory performance of the 
contract.

the reason that he was the nominee of one of the leading parties. 

The method which will be used next spring, unless the proposed tiene 
is made, is the primary system. This amounts to the holding of two elec- 
tions, the first of which is often as bitterly contested, and as expensive to 


tem, or with the party convention sys- 
tem which preceded it, this might seem 
to be a greatly improved way to elect 
a Mayor. But the “better elections” 
amendment goes still farther in its ef- 
fort to perfect the method of choice. It 
tries to prevent, so far as possible, the 
the election of a candidate by a minor- 
ity. 

The plan known as preferential vot- 
ing is used for this purpose. It is pro- 
vided that every voter, besides indicat- 
ing his first choice for each office, may 
indicate second and third choices. When 
there is a field of several candidates, as 
there usually would be under the sys- 
tem of nominations by petition, this 
privilege is an important one, and the 
experience of other cities has shown 
that it is generally exercised. This 


method of voting is-in use in Cleveland, 
Jersey City, Denver, Portland, Ore.; 
Spokane, Duluth, Colorado Springs and 
numerous smaller cities. 

In counting the votes, first choices are 
first counted, and any candidate who 
has a majority of first choices wins. If 
no one has a majority of first choices, 
the second and third choices are added 
in, and the highest number wins. It 
has been found that sometimes the man 
with a plurality of first choices will fall 
behind when second and third choices 
are counted, and it is held that the sec- 
ond and third choices, in such cases, 
help to give a more perfect expression 
of the will of the voters. 

Proportional Representation. 

The preferential voting plan ‘applies 
only to the choice of Mayor, Comp- 
troller and President of the Board of 
Aldermen. For the election of mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen (14 are 
to be elected in April), the system 
known as proportional representation ts 
provided for in the amendment. Lists 
of candidates, without party captions. 
are nominated by petition, under this 
system, and the number of men elected 
from each list depends on the propor- 
tion of the vote cast for that list, to the 
total vote. This method is favorable 
to the formation of civic groups, on the 
basis of local issues, rather than to the 
continuance of national party organi- 
zations in city politics. 

The Civic League is supporting the 
‘‘better elections’’ amendment. For en- 
actment, three-fifths of the votes cast 
on the proposal must be ii. its favor. If 
three votes are cast for the amendment 
to every two against it it will win, re- 
gardiess of the number of votes cast for 
candidates. 


ORGANIZED MOTORISTS LAUNCH 
CRUSADE AGAINST TOLL GATES 


Knights of the Motor World Will Also 
Fight Legislature Inimical to 
Industry as Whole, 
PHTLADELPHIA, Sept. 18—If_ the 
Knights of the Motor World, a new 
organization formed in this city, which 
is to have branches throughout the 
country, have their way, every toll roag 
in the United States will be abolished 
within a few years. While the organ- 


ization has been formed with the ob- | 


ject of “bringing the men connected with 
the automobile industry closer togeth- 
er,”’ it has already launched a cam- 
paign for the elimination of toll roads. 

The society, which is a social, bene- 
ficial and fraternal organization, was 
organized in July, but thus far only 
Pennsylvania is being canvassed for 
branches. In time it is the intention to 
branch out and establish ‘‘chapters”’ or 
“casties,”’ as they are called, in all of 
the leading cities. The parent body will 
be in Philadelphia, 

Already many of the prominent men of 
the city who are identified with the 
automobile business have become mem- 
bers in it, and a charter has been ap- 
plied for ‘under the laws of Delaware. 
One of the first active steps, aside from 
the toll road agitation, will be a cru- 
sade against legislation that is hostile 
to automobile owners or is calculated to 
discriminate against the automobile in- 
dustry.

The law relates only to the containers, } 
and will not affect local regulations in 
regard to heaped measure or other 
method of filling. 

A special exemption from the opera- 
tions of the law is made for all con- 
tainers manufactured, sold or shipped, 
when intended for export to foreign 
countries, and when such containers ac. 
cord with the specifications of the for- 
eign purchasers or comply with the laws 
of the country to which a shipment is 
destined.

The letter points out that Congress 
has prohibited piece work in the post- | 
office at Washington; has extended to 
all postdffice employes the right of 
compensation for injuries received in 
the service; established an eight-hour 
day applicable to all eniployes in the 
Government service; increased salaries, 

so that postal employes are now better 
paid than they were under Republican 
control. 

It was also stated that civil service 
rules were entirely ignored by Repub- 
licans, and that postal employes were 
mere pawns and chattels to be used as 
political acrobats. Every governmental 
employe, the letter states, knows that 
under President Wilson he is safe in his 
position as long as he renders faithful 
service. 


Gag Rule Abolished. 
It is also stated.that gag rule has 


been abolished, so that postoffice em- 
ployes may petition Congress individ- 
ually or collectively, or furnish infor- 
mation to Congress or members of Con- 
gress. Under the Taft administration, 
it is pointed out, postal employes were 
denied these rights, and were also de- 
nied the right to organize themselves 
into lodges, clubs or association. Un- 
der the present administration all this 
has been changed, so that postal em- 
ployes may exercise their full rights as 
citizens, it is stated. 

“The Democratic party and {ts man- 
agers,”” Cowgill adds, “have no desire 
to violate, even in spirit, any civil serv- 
fce rule or regulation, and President 
Willson would not permit anyone speak- 
ing for him, or tn his behalf, to vio- 
late the civil service rules. If, there- 
fore, you feel that the wise, careful, 
just, courageous and generous adminis- 
tration of President Wilson should con- 
tinue and endure, we invite your cor- 
dial co-operation. We would be pleased 
to hear from you at your earliest con- 
venience,”

Major in Massachusetts Organization 
on Border to Take Texas Bride 
Home With Him. 

BL PASO, Tex., Sept. 18.—When the 
mobilization order for Mexican tor- 
der service was promulgated from 
Washington the chief of the Cupid 
army also mustered his army, and the 
activity of the one has not been far 
surpassed by that of the other. From 
camps in various states there came 
reports of marriages between soldier 
boys and the girls they were to leave 
behind, hastened in contemplation of 
the fortunes and possible misfortunes 

of war. 

All this was but a preliminary cam- 
paign by the Cupid army. Now it 
has entered its second pertod and 
the “casualties” threaten to be heavy. 
Instead of leaving brides at home 


there is likelihood that no inconsider- 
able number of soldiers who came 
to Texas with no thought of brides 
disturbing them will return with 
vastly changed relationship. 

Cards have been issued announcing 
the engagement of Miss Zula Robin; 
son, daughter of A. Milton Robinson, 
a wealthy catleman of this city, and 
Maj. Irving T. Cutter, senior medi- 
cal officer of the Eighth Massachu- 
setts Infantry, which has been sta- 
tioned here for several weeks, and a 
man who had hitherto been regarded as 
confirmed in the ranks of bachelors. The 
wedding, it ts stated, will take place 
before the Massachusetts organiza- 
tion returng home, although the date 
is not yet fixed. 

Miss Robinson is a typical Southern 
girl, a beauty of the brunette type, 
highly educated and accomplished. 
and has been a prominent participant 
in several musical affairs given com- 
plimentary to. the. visiting soldiers. 
It was after hearing her sing in one 
of these that Maj. Cutter sought and 
obtained an introduction to her, and 
his wooing was of the rapll-fire or- 
der.

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' WILL DENMARE GO TO WAR? 

The German press broadly hints that Denmark 
is preparing for war. The counts upon which such 
a contingency is based are variously stated as 
the “old sore of the annexation by Prussia of the 
Danish province of Schleswig-Holstein,” the 
building of the Kiel Canal, the sinking by Ger- 
man submarines of Danish merchant ships, the

deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung (semi-official) puts 
the matter into the following forcible language: 

The Danish press has assumed an attitude 
that cannot bé misunderstood.

Must we take it that 
Denmark wants war? Denmark is demo- 
cratic, and her press expresses the prevailing 
popular sentiment. 

The Kreuzzeitung, quoting the Allgemeine adds:

The Koelner Volkszeitung comments as follows 
on the situation: 

Why does Denmark want to sell to the 
United States her West India possessions?

LAMM ON GARDNER LAND BANK. 
A summary of Judge Lamm’s objections to the 
proposed Gardner land bank was given, in the 
interview with Judge Lamm in Friday’s Post- 
Dispatch. The objections raised by Judge Lamm 
are numerous. The public will await with in- 
terest the contemplated debate between the two 
gubernatorial candidates ‘on the merits of the 
land bank bill. 
A legal objection raised by Judge Lamm, is 
whether the bill passed by the Legislature, if au- 
thorized by popular vote at the November elec- 
tion, could thereafter be amended by legislative 
enactment. Judge Lamm points out that an ex- 
isting provision of the Constitution prohibits 
legislative amendments to laws creating banking 
corporations, except banks of deposit or discount, 
except through “a vote of the qualified directors 
of the State, at the general election next succeed- 
ing the passage of same.” The constitutional 
amendment upon which the people are to vote, to 
validate the Gardner land bank bill, provides that 
the Legislature shall have power to “enact other 
epecial laws to amend and improve the said act 
(Gardner land bank act), or to supply omissions 
or correct defects therein.” 
As the Post-Dispatch has pointed out, this 
power to amend, improve or correct, amounts to 
nothing in so far as the fundamental plan of the 
Gardner land bank is concerned, which is set 
forth in the amendment and, when voted upon 
affirmatively, can no more be changed by legisla- 
tive enactment than any other specific thing 
commanded by the Constitution. 
The other objections raised by Judge Lamm 
are not serious. If a State land bank is needed 
and can be made to serve its purpose, the money 
can be found to meet its requirements. But the 
objection as to the power to change or amend 
the main scheme of the bank must be met by 
Mr. Gardner. A law which cannot be amended 
as its defects appear, except through another 
constitutional amendment and popular vote 
would evidently not meet the requirements of 
the State land bank plan, which should be work- 
able in all its details from the beginning.

THE RIGHTS OF THE PUBLIC. 
Owing to the recent strike of the garbage gath- 
erers in Paris, the unganitary condition of that 
city was fast becoming an element of alarm. Ac- 
cording to the local papers the boulevards de la 
Madeline, des Italiens and Poissonnieres, rue Pel- 
letier and Lafitte were ‘‘shambles of refuse.” 
The Mayor of Paris attempted to have the sit- 
uation relieved by “putting on” extra “hands,” 
but the strikers refused to allow them tod work. 
Finally the courts were appealed to. Maitre 
Lambert gave the decision of the full bench and 
said in part: ‘ 
To clog the machinery of public utilities 
» and sanitation constitutes an infraction of the 
rights of the public, and the latter, through 
its representatives, not‘only has the right but 
the duty to take such measures as will con- 
serve the public welfare, and of stamping out 
such a revolution. 


The court further held that workmen had the 
right, individually or in body to ameliorate their 
condition, this side of infringements of the pub- 
lic welfare. “The workingman, so long considered 
little short of a serf, must be protected. But he 
must use discretion not to pit him against the 
general public, who constitute the state and have 
priority of rights over the individual or a class.” 
A noteworthy incident of the strike was the re- 
fusal of the Militay Governor to interfere, on the 
plea that “soldiers mean bloodshed; and Fran

Tremendous secrecy was ordered. and, 
although rumors of what was afvot got 
about, the details could not be learned. 
But the secret was kept even from the 
army that was to use the gun and when 
the Prussians invaded France Reffyeé 
had to issue his “‘mitrailleuse’ to sol- 
diers unfamiliar with its use, while the 
German artillery had been ordered to 
smother the new weapon whenever it 
appeared, It was a bitter disappoint- 
ment. 

Sir Hiram Maxim, born in Maine, but 
who later became a British subject, in- 
vented in 188 the first: automatic ma- 
chine gun, the force of the recoil being 
made to extract the shell, reload and 
fire again as long as ammunition was 
supplied. This was a far lighter weapon 
than the Gatling gun and mounted on 
a tripod. 

Then came other automatics, like the 
Colt and Hotchkiss, which are operated 
by part of the gas of the explosive: but 
even though their fire equaled that of 5¢ 
or 60 riflemen, the demand was always 
for a simpler and lighter gun, one that 
might in a pinch be handled by a single 
soldier. 

This demand has been met by the 
wonderful Lewis gun, the invention of 
Col Isaac Newton Lewis, a_ retired 
American army officer.
